A dis- 
tinguished senator, in opposing the pass- 
age of election laws, declared that he had 
for a loug time believed that eur form of 
government was comparatively a failure 
in large cities.

The framers of these laws have not been 
disappointed In their results.

A committee of the forty-fourth 
i:ougress composed of members, a major-

FEARFUL CALAMITY. 


Hagerstown, Md., May 29.—About' 


2 o'clock ibis morning a fire was dis- 
covered in the lower floor of theWaah- 
ington House, in this place. Before an 
alarm could be given the fire had 
gained such headway that the flames 
rushed up the stairways, simply cut- 
ting off all escape. There were up- 
wards of 60 persons on the register 
besides tho regular hoarders, nearly all i 
of whom were compelled to escape by 
climbing down the porch pillars. Sev- 
eral of those who escaped in this way 
sustained serious injuries by fallino- 


One man mad* a rope of his bed 


clothing and attempted to escape in 
that way from tlie fourth floor. The 
ropo broke as he reached the third 
floor, and he is now lying in a very 
critical condition. 


A child of the agent of the Cham- 


berlam Valley Itaifroad, while climb- 
ing down the por?h from the fourth 
floor, fell and is supposed to be fatally 
injured. 


Two bodies have been found in the 


ruins burned to a crisp. One of them 
isL. Loxell, of Cumberland, and the 
other one is unknown.

Sirs—After inature consideration of the 
bill entitled " A n act making appropria 
tions for the legislative, executive and lu 
dicial expenses of the government for the 
fiscal year ending .Juni'.l th, 1880, and for 
other purposes," I herewith return it to 
the house of representiitives in which 
originatcii, with the following objections 
to its approval. 


The main purpose of the bill is to nppro 
priato money required to support during 
tlie next fiscal year the several civil de 
partments 
of 
the 
government. 
Tlie 
amount appropriati^d exceeds in the ug- 
Sregat.'?i8,000,(*)0. Tliis money is needed 
to keep in operation the essential fum 
tionsof all the great departments of the 
government, 
legislative, 
exocutiv« 
and 
judicial. 
If 
the 
bill 
con 
taiued 
no 
otlier 
provisions 
no 
objection 
to 
its 
approval 
would 
be 
made. It embraces, however, a number of 
clauses relating to subjects of great gen 
eral interest which are wliolly unconnect 
ed with the appropriation which it pro 
vide^ for.

of elections or general deputy marshals 
having any duties to perform in respect to 
any election, and prescribing their duties 
and powers nnd allowing them compensa- 
tion, be and the .same are hereby re- 
pealed." 


It also contains clauses amending sec- 
tions 2,017, 2,019,2,028 and 2,031 of the re- 
vised statutes. 


The sectionsof tlie revised statutes which 
the l)ill, if approved, 
would repeal or 
amend are pai t of an act approved May 
20,1870, and amended Feb. 28, 1878, entitled 
"An act to en force the rights of citizesu of 
the United States to vote in the several 
states ot this union and for other purpos- 
es." 
All of the provisions of the above 
named acts, which it is prop(>sed in this 
bill to repeal or modily, relate to congre" 
sional elections. 
The remaining portion 
of the law which will continue in force 
after the enactment of tliis measure is that 
authorizing the appointment by a judge of 
the circuit court of the United States of 
two supervisors of election in each elec- 
tion 
district 
at 
any 
congres ional 
election 
on 
due 
application 
of 
citizens who desire, in the language of 
the law, "to have such election 
guarded 
and scrutinized." The duty of the super- 
visors will bo to attend at tiie polls at all 
congressional 
elections, and to remain 
after the polls are open until every vote 
cast has been counted, but they will have 
no authority to m a k e arrests of to perforin 
other duties than to be in the immediate 
presence of the officers holding the elec- 
tion and to witness all their proceedings, 
including the counting of 
votes, 
and 
making a return tliereof. 


The part of the election law which will 
be repealed by the approval of this bill in- 
cludes those sections which give author- 
ity to supervisors tif election to personally 
scrutinize the count and canvass each bal- 
lot, and all the sections which confer au- 
thority upon United States marshals and 
<lei)Uty marshals in connection with con- 
gressional I'lttctions. 


The enactment of this bill will also re- 
peal section .5,522 of the;criminal statutes 
of the United State.s. which was enacted 
for the protection ot United States officers 
engaged in the discharge of their duties 
at congreisional elections. 
Tiiis section 
protects supervisors and marshals in the 
performance of their duties bv 
making 
the otistruction or assaulting*^ of 
these 
officers or any inUn-ference witli them jjy 
bribery 
or 
solicitation 
or 
other- 
wi.se, crimes against the United States. 


The true meaning and effect of 
the 
proposed legislation are plain. 
Sunervis- 
or.s with authority to observe and witness 
proceedings at congres.sional elections will 
be left, but there will be no power to pro- 
tect them, or to prevent Interference with 
their duties, or to punish any violation of 
the law from which their powers are de- 
lved. 
If 
this 
bill 
is 
approved 
only the shadow of the authority of the 
United States at national elections will 
remain; the substance will be gone. 
Su- 
pervision of elections will be reduced to 
mere Inspection without authority on the 
part of the supervisors to do any act what- 
ever to m a k e the election a fair one. 
All 
that will he left to the supervisors is per- 
mission 
to 
have 
such 
oversight 
of 
elections 
sus • political 
parties 
are 
In 
the 
habit 
of 
exercising 
without any authority of law in order to 
prevent tlieir opponents from obt;<ining 
imfair advantage. The object of the bill 
is to destroy any control whatever by the 
United States over congressional 
elec- 
tions. 


Tlie passage of this bill has been urged 
upon the ground that the election of mem- 
bers of congress is a matter whieh concerns 
the states 
alone; that 
these 
election» 
should 
be 
controlle<l 
exclusively 
by 
tiie 
states; 
that 
there are and 
can 
be no such elections as national elections 
and that the existing law of the United 
States regulating congressional elections is 
without warrant In the constitution. 
It 
is evident, however, that, the framei-s of 
the constitution regarded the election of 
members of congress In every state and in 
every district as in a very Important sense 
justly a matter of political Interest and 
con(;ern U> the wliole country. 
The orig- 
inal provision of the constitution on this 
subject Is as follows: 


Section 4, article 1.—'-The times, places

Under the general provisions of the con- 
stitution, sec. 4 art. i., congress in 
1866, 
passecl a cf)mprehensive law which pre- 
scribed full and detailed regulation for 
the election of senators by the legislatures 
of tlie several states. This law nas been 
in force almost thirteen years. In pursu- 
ance of It all the members of the present 
senate of the United States hold 
their 
seat.s. Its constitutionality Is not called In 
question. It Is confidently believed that 
no sound argument can lie made In sup- 
port of the con.stltutlonality of national 
regulation of senatorial elections which 
will not show that the elections of mem- 
bers of the house of representatives may 
also be constitutionally regulated by na-

authority.

itself recognized the principle that the 
congressional elections are not sta,te elec- 
tions, out national elections. • It leaves In 
full force the existing statute under which 
supervisors :ue still to be appointed by

which regulate the election of members of 
the house of representatives, an es.seaitlal 
part of which it is proposed to repeal by 
this bill, have been in force about eight 
years. Four congressional elections have 
been held nmler them, two of which were 
at the presidential elections of 1872 and 
1876; numerous prosecutions, trials and 
convictions have been had in courts of 
the United States in all parts of the union 
for viola I ions of these laws, but in no rt 
ported

tionalitv been called in question by any 
iuilgeof thec;)urt,s of the United States. 
The validity of these laws is sustained by 
the uniform course of judicial action and 
opinion. If it be urged that United States 
electif)n laws are not necessary, a com- 
plete replv is furnished by the history of 
their origin and of their results.

cast, where, in fact, the number oflawful

n the citv of New York alone, was from 
;i0,000 to 40,000. These frauds completely 
_eversed the result of the election in the

and vice president of the United States. 
They attracted the attention of the whole 
country. It wa.s plain that if they could 
be continued and repeated with impunity 
fr.«'govern in en t was impossible.

for a long time believed that our form of 
government was comparatively a failure 
n large cities.

The franiers of these laws have not been 
isappointed in their resvilts. In the large 
cities, under th^ir provisions, elections 
have been peaceable, orderly and honest.

A committee of the forty-fourth 
ongress composed of members, a major- 
.tv of whfmi are opposed to these laws, in 
tlieir report of tlie New Y'ork election of

CRIE MD CASUALTY. 


Terrible Hotel Fire at Hagerstown, 
Md., This Morning. 


DR. VON 


.Eight Persons Bvaed U Death and 
Thirty-nine Penons Injured, 


F E A R F U L C A L A M I T Y . 


Hagerstown, Md., May 29.—About 
2 o'clock this morning a fire was dis- 
covered in the lower floor of the Wash- 
ington House, in this place. Before an 
alarm could be given the fire had 
gained such headway that the flames 
rushed up the stairways, simply cut- 
ting ofi" all escape. There were up- 
wards of 60 persons on the register, 
besides the regular boarders, nearly all 
of whom were compelled to escape by 
climbing down the porch pillans. Sev- 
eral of those who escaped in this way 
sustainell serious injuries by falling. 


One man mad'^ a rope of his bed 
clothing and attempted to escape in 
that way from tlie fourth floor. The 
rope broke as he reached the third 
floor, and he is now lying in a very 
critical condition. 


A child of the agent of the Cham- 
berlain Valley Railroad, while climb- 
ing down the porch from the fourth 
floor, fell and is supposed to be fatally 
injured. 


Two bodies have l>een found in the 
ruins burned to a crisp. One of them 
is L. Loxell, of Cumberland, and the 
otker one i.s unknown. 


There are six persons missing, sup- 
posed to be burnt and in the ruins. 


Fifteen persons are seriously, four 
fatally, and about twenty slightly in- 
jured.

A few leading democrats who were 
casually encountered yesterday by a 
Journal reporter in the course of his 
wanderings, were sounded as to their 
views upon the mooted condition of 
democrats and nationals in the next 
presidential campaign, with the name 
of the Hon. David Davis, of Illinois, 
at the head of the ticket. 
The opin- 
ions expressed are given in the follow- 
ing interviews: 


Hon. I. D. G. Nelson, of the state- 
house commission, who has long been 
one of the most influential democrats 
in Allen and adjoining counties, did 
not express himself favorably to the 
aspirations of the colossal statesman of 
Illinois, David Davis. He may be a 
great man in some senses, but he is 
not a great statesman or politician. 
I don't think he would be of much 
account as a presidential candidate, 
and it is scarcely probable that he 
would be able to impresshimself upon 
the democratic convention. A coali- 
tion between the nationals and the 
democrats may, however, be within 
the range of probability. Even hard 
money democrats 
might be per- 
suaded to consent to it as the only 
means by which the republicans 
can be wholly driven from power. A 
good many people think that Tilden 
may be again the most powerful can- 
didate in the convention, but the op- 
position to him will be very determ- 
ined. 
There are some leading men 
in our part of the state who I knew 
could never be induced tovoteforhim 
again. 


Hon. William Fleming, also of Fort 
Wayne, the present state treasurer, 
looked at the matter in a very practi- 
cal light. He said: "I can't tell what 
strengnth Mr. Davis may present. He 
is the favorite candidate of the De- 
troit NewB, and my impression is that 
he might, if nominated, carry Michi- 
gan for the democrats better than any 
other man. Perhaps he could also 
carry Illinois, and I suppose Indiana 
may be put down as certain. 


Reporter—Whoever may be the 
democratic candidate? 


Mr. Fleming—Yes; this state is 
counted as reliable, whoever may be 
nominated. Michigan, Illinois and 
Indiana, with the south, would be 
enongh. I don't mean to say that I 
look upon Mr. Davis with any great 
favor, but he is in some respwts a 
strong man. His ability to obtain the 
nomination is, however, very doubtful.

Very Few. Ohanges Mflde From Last 
Year's Ordinanae. 


The common council, last night, met 
pursuant to recess taken the evening 
before, Councilmen Bash, Hettler, 
Putnam and Dreyer absent. 


Mr. Muhler Was elevated to the 
chair and Mr. Chittenden elected sec- 
retary. 


The board resolved itself into a 
committee of the wliole, the reporters 
and lobby were bounced and a secret 
( ?) session inaugurated to fix salaries. 


The salary of mayor was first taken 
up and disposed of. It was unchanged; 
being left at $1,600. There were nine 
votes for those figures to five votes for 
$1,800. 


The treasurer's salary ($2,000) was 
continued with nine votes, to five 
votes for $1,800. 


The clerk suffered no change, al- 
though an effort was made to ac^ance 
his stipend to $2,500. 
There were 
nine votes for $2,000 and fees, four 
votes for $2,200 and no fees, and one 
vote for $2,250 and no fees. 


The marshal retains his $1,100 per 
annum, although one vote WM cast for 
$1,000. 


The assessor keeps his old pay of $3 
per day of eight hours when actually 
employed, but his assistants suffered a 
reduction of fifty cents ner diem, their 
pay now being $2. 


The deputy marshals were reduced 
from $900 to $800, it being the inten- 
tion of the board to bring the compen- 
sation of this branch of the constabu- 
lary service somewhere near the pa- 
trolmen's pay. 
The deputies, how 
ever, still receive $98 more per annum 
than the roundsmen. 


The city attorney's i$l,000), the 
street commissioner's ($1,000), the 
chief engineer's ($700) and the civil 
engineers ($1,500), were fixed as last 
year. Very little opposition to the 
old figures on these officers was man- 
ifested. The board of health ($75 per 
annum) also remained unchanged. 
While one member voted to double 
their salary, another signified his de- 
sire to cut them off with $9.75 for an 
entire year's service. The market 
master ($200) was not disturbed. 


The employes of the fire depart- 
ment suffered a slight change, some 
for the better, others for the worse. 
The chairman of the committee on 
fire department 
.suggested that it 
would ID« better to equalize the pay 
of these men, taking a little slice off 
from one set, and adding it to others 
who were understood to be receiving 
too little for the services rendered. 
The engineers of the steamers were 
compelled to surrender $10 per month 
of their $85, a portion of which was 
added to the two horse hose carriage 
drivers, making their pay $55 instead 
of $50. The engine drivers are re- 
duced from $70 to $65. 


Dan McKendry, rodman, still holds 
on to his $60 per month. 
The busi- 
ness of the committee of the whole be- 
ing accomplished the result was em- 
bcmied in an ordinance. The commit- 
tee arose and the council convened, 
the ordinance was passed by a unani- 
mous vote and an adjournment taken 
to council in course, June 10th.

Last night at 9.48 a most sickening 
accident occurred in the Pittsburgh 
yards u short distance east of Lafay- 
ette street whereby Wm. Hinton, a 
brakeman, was instantly killed. 


Hinton iiad come in on No. 9, which 
was late. 
He 
had been braking 
ahead and on arriving cut off his en- 
gine, No. 135, run by Al. McClellan, 
to take it to the round house. 
After 
detaching his engine he started to re- 
turn to the caboose. He was walking 
up the main track and his engine, 
which in the meantime had been 
switched on the main track, came 
backing up, going to the coal yarU, 
and, as reported, was ringing no bell. 
This gave Hinton no warning as the 
engine was coming tank end first and 
consequently threw no light. The en- 
gine struck him and in all probability 
threw him forward upon his face, 
with right leg, arm and head upon 
the rail, over which parts of his 
body the engine, ran crushing them 
out of all semblance to any portion 
of the human form. 
The head was 


LITERALLY GROUND TO PIECES, 
the right foreaAi was completely 
severed from the body and the right 
leg, from ankle to thigh, was horrioly 
mangled and was broken in a number 
of places. The engineer did not know 
that he had run over anyone until 
told so. The accident occurred with- 
in about a cars length of his caboose. 
Hinton's partner was on the caboose 
at the time and says he heard the 
thud when the unfortunate man wa.'i 
thrown 
to 
the 
ground 
and, 
taking 
his 
light, 
went 
out 
and found his comrade a quivering 
mass of human flesh. He at once 
gave the alarm and all that remained 
of poor Billy was gathered up and ta- 
ken to the freight house. His brains 
were scattered about and were picked 
up by some train anen and placed with 
the body. 


BILLY 
HINTON 


was well known in the city and has 
been in the employ of tho railroad 
company for almost ten years. 
He 
was about twenty-six years old and 
unmarried. His brother John Hinton, 
is a freight conductor on the Pitts- 
burgh road and brought in a "light" 
section of No. 7 last night, arriving 
about 
1.50. 
He 
was 
very 
much 
shocked 
by 
the 
news 
of his brother's death, and gave 
orders for the washing and removal of 
the body, but did not go near the re- 
mains. "Brush" Myers and Dr. Van 
Buskirk dressed the remains as well as 
they could and had them removed to 
No. 15 Militia street, the residence of 
his parents. The coroner was at once 
notified of the accident and was on 
the ground shortly afterwards. 
He 
gave permission to have the body re- 
moved and this afternoon held an in- 
quest. A verdict was rendered in 
accord with the facts as above stated.
